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Red Missile Sub 
Threat Is Target 
Of Senate Probe 


WASHINGTON GB- Sen. Lyndon 
B. Johnon (D Tex) 
said 
today 
Senate Preparedness 
subcommit­ 
tee is exploring thoroughly the po­ 
tential threat of missile-firing nu­ 
clear submarines to 
the 
United 
States. 
Johnson said the progress this 
country is making 
in 
nuclear 
submarine developments would 
be studied with Rear Adm. Hy­ 
man G. Rickover, who developed 
the type the Navy now has in op­ 
eration. 
Rickover was called for testi­ 
mony at a closed session today.

ported to have been told by Allen 
Dulles, head of the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency, that the Russians 
have submarines which could fire 
missiles 
on

cities. 
Meantime, Sen. J a c k s o n (D-

country's missile submarine pro­ 
gram. He renewed his call for at 
least IOO such submarines a year.

Defense spending should be in­ 
creased about three billion d o I- 
lars each year for the next sev­ 
eral years, said a special 21-man 
panel of the Rockefeller Brothers 
Fund. 
“ It 
appears 
that 
the 
United 
States is rapidly losing its lead 
over the U S S R, in the military 
race,” the panel said in a report. 
“ For 
perhaps 
the 
next 
two 
years, we still possess a superi­ 
ority in strategic striking powej; 
and any Soviet attack on us would 
meet a crushing reply. But our 
position a year or two hence de­ 
pends on decisions which must be 
taken immediately. Unless pres­ 
ent trends are reversed, the world 
balance of power will shift in fa- 
vdr of the Soviet bloc.” 
Summing up findings in a study 
which began in 1956. the panel 
concluded 
among 
other 
things 
that: 
1. Strategy “ lags behind devel­ 
opments in technology” and “ the 
United States is rapidly losing its 
lead in the race of military tech­ 
nology.” The lag in missiles and 
•pace machines “ reflects our na­ 
tional complacency.” 
2. Strategy, as evolved by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, is “ a patch­ 
work of compromise” among the

Chunk of Red 
Sputnik Seen 
In Ohio Sky 


COLUMBUS urv—An Ohio State 
University radio 
astronomer 
be­ 
lieves it may have been a piece of 
Sputnik I which burned up in a 
fiery display over central Ohio 
early Saturday. 
Dr. John D. Kraus, director of 
the Ohio State radio observatory, 
said a “ fireball,” which traversed 
the sky from north to east for 17 
seconds at 5:55 a. rn., was report­ 
ed at the same time that Russia's 
first satellite 
was 
scheduled 
to 
pass over central Ohio. 
••I wouldn’t be surprised if the 
fireball was causer by a chunk off 
Sputnik I,” he said, “ possibly one 
of the whip antennae.” 
At least a part of Sputnik I still 
is orbiting, however, Dr. Kraus re­ 
ported. He reported a weak indi­ 
cation on the radio telescope at 
5:50 a m. Sunday, the time the So­ 
viet satellite was due to pass. 
The fireball was sighted by the 
crew of a Navy transport plane 
•bout to take off from the Naval 
Air Station at Port Columbus. It 
also was sighted by a control tow 
er operator, Pharo Osborn, form­ 
erly of Circleville. 
Marine Capt. Donald Parrill said 
the object was white when he first 
saw it, but it changed to a bright 
orange-red, then to a dull, dark 
red as it disappeared east.

Ohioan's Killer 
Due To Face 
No Accusation 


PHOENIX, Aril. GB—No charges 
will be filed against a be-whisker- 
ed prospector who killed an Ohio­ 
an and wounded his brother when 
they attempted to rob him at a cot­ 
ton camp, the county attorney’s of­ 
fice said Sunday. 
Dep. County Atty. Anis Mitchell 
said an inquest would be conduct­ 
ed by Justice of the Peace Billy 
Meek, but no charges would be 
placed against John Garret, 55, a 
night watchman at the camp. 
Garret shot and killed 32-year- 
old Ray Coe of Alliance, Ohio, Sat­ 
urday night and wounded his bro­ 
ther, Robert, 21. The survivor is 
shackled to a bed 
in 
Maricopa 
County Hospital for treatment of 
a chest wound. 
Garret told Mitchell he drew his 
gun and fired after one of the pair 
struck him with a bottle. He said 
they were after his “ grub stake” 
of $400. 
Mitchell said Robert admitted 
he and his brother intended to rob 
the nightwatchman. 
The Coe brothers were cotton 
pickers at the camp, located about 
45 miles west of Phoenix. Garret 
said he was working there to raise 
money for prospecting trips.

China today to visit their impris­ 
oned sons—almost three years af­ 
ter the Communists first invited 
them to come. 
The three mothers are: 
Mrs. Mary Downey, New Brit­ 
ain. Conn., mother of John Down­ 
ey, 27. He is serving a life term. 
She is accompanied by her 25- 
year-old son William. 
Mrs. Ruth Redmond, Yonkers, 
N. Y.t mother of 38-year-old Hugh 
Redmond, whom she has not seen 
for ll years. He 
also has been 
sentenced to life in prison.

Lynn, 
Mass, mother of

teau, 30, sentenced to 20 years. 
They are the first Americans to

Councilman Howard Thompson, 
grocer and four-year veteran of the 
governing group, said Saturday he 
is “ fed up” with what he terms 
the “ childish bickering” that has 
rent this community for the past 
several 
years. 
He said “ unless 
there’s a miracle” he’s going to 
quit. 
And, as one observer put it, 
“ fireworks are more likely than 
miracles” when a brand 
new 
mayor and a carry-over council 
square off to settle the dispute 
Monday night. 
In the meantime, no one—neith­ 
er mayor, nor council, nor the two 
central figures—knows who repre­ 
sents the law around here 
• rn rn 
MAYOR H A R O L D W. HILL 
brought the long-simmering con­ 
troversy to a boil last Wednesday 
—the day he took office. He told 
the Council-recognized “ c h i e f” , 
Robert (Newt) Morris, that hence­ 
forth he was subordinate to E. T. 
(Tiff) 
Haines, a 
Sabina 
officer 
since depression days. 
“ Tiff,” who is at least KO years 
old. is known to almost every­ 
one as “ Marshal” . Rut M a y o r 
Hill said he is actually c h i e f , 
and that Council had “ no bus­ 
iness” naming 
Morris to th e 
chief’s job last November after 
a 13-month probationary period. 
Morris, a former Wilmington po­ 
liceman who came to Sabina about 


two years ago, says he “ didn’t 
think there was any question” a- 
bout who was chief—until the ma­ 
yor spoke up Wednesday. He ad­ 
mits he knew there was

feeling against me,” but he says 
he didn’l expect any of the recent 
hassle.

Firemen kept the flames contain­ 
ed within a square block. It took 
15 hours to assure control 
William McGrath, 63, a grocery 
employe, died in a hospital sev­ 
eral hours after an explosion de­ 
stroyed his home. 
His wife, 54, 
who was in a second floor bed­ 
room, was killed.

MCGRATH SAID his wife had 
tsked him to investigate a smoky 
smell coming from the basement 
and he was part way downstairs 
when the blast occurred.

Gavin s Action 
Spurs Demands 
For Shake-Up 


Research Chief 
Retiring; ‘Pentagon 
System’ under Fire 


WASHINGTON GB-A 
spectacu­ 
lar one-man revolt by 
Lt. 
Gen. 
James M. Gavin spurred demands 
today for a shakeup in the mili­ 
tary high command. 
Givin, chief of the Army’s re­ 
search 
and 
development 
pro- 
gram, declared he is sticking by 
his announced intention to retire 
from the Army March 31. He will 
be 51 then, with 30 years service. 
“ I won’t compromise my prin­ 
ciples and I won’t go along with 
the Pentagon system,” he said. 
Some members of Congress ex­ 
pressed concern at Gavin’s move, 
and

S e n a t e 
subcommittee 
planned to explore the matter. 
Sen. Kefauver (D-Tenn) 
s a i d 
Gavin’s stand emphasizes what he 
called a need for Congress to con 
sider overhauling the present mil­ 
itary setup. 
Gavin said that “ I haven’t been 
able to get much done, the sys 
tem being what it 
is.” 
Without 
elaborating on this, he said he is 
“ not doing any good” inside the 
Army “ so I’ll take a cut at it on 


j the outside.”

AS A CIVILIAN, Gavin said, he 
I would be free to “ recomm e nd. 
I to apply cr 'alive thinking to na­ 
tional defense.” 
Testifying 
before

month, Gavin said the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff system should be abolish 
cd for its present purposes of plan

He suggested that it be replaced

Gavin said at the time that he 
was not eriticizing any past or 
present military or civilian lead­ 
ers at the Pentagon. 
But he expressed dissatisfac­ 
tion with ti.e present system un­ 
der which decisions are reached 
by c«mpr mise am* i.g the heads 
of the services. 
This contention received strong 
support over the weekend in a re­ 
port issued by the Rockefeller ci 
vilian study group which declar 
cd that U. S. startegy, as evolved 
by the JCS, is a “ patchwork of 
compromise. ’ I 
added that JCS 
“ functions too ofte. as a commit­ 
tee of partisan adversaries.”

Something To Think about In Our New Year 


To many Americans one of the dangers 
of the immediate future lies in growth of 
government control. 
If the people of America, through prom­ 
ises of having their lives and work made 
easier, permit government and concen­ 
trated bureaucracy to cause them to sur­ 
render, little by little, the functions which 
they them selves should be holding and 
managing through local government, how 
long will it be until most of their actual 
freedom, m ay be lost? 
lf the federal government, for example, 
gradually subsidizes our schools it prob­ 
ably will eventually mean government 
control. 
Let's look at the railways of the nation 
for instance. If they reach the point where 
they give over to airlines, busses, trucks 
and automobiles their functions as pass­ 
enger carriers, will this mean eventual 
socialization of that entire passenger and 
freight carrier industry, managed by big 
government? 
Certain it is that the country must have 
passenger transportation by rail; if the 
railroads cannot or will not adapt them­ 


selves to changing conditions, what altern­ 


ative is there to the curtailment of private 


enterprise which would be involved in gov­ 


ernment operation? Are we prepared to 
assent to this alternative? 
However, the whole history of bureau­ 
cratic growth suggests that this m alig­ 
nancy cannot be dislodged, deflected, or 
reduced easily; that in turn suggests that 
any freedom lost, or more or less volun­ 
tarily surrendered, is not soon if ever re­ 
gained. 


Are we prepared to say that the free­ 
dom embodied in local government has 
been tried and found wanting? 


Freedom is not a privilege but a duty. 
If it is worth dying for— and countless 
Americans have died for it— it is worth 
working for. It m ay indeed be a m eans to 
an end— the end being human welfare, 
justice, and progress— but it is up to 
Americans to remind the world that it is 
the best m eans ever devised to that end, 
and to remind them selves that what was 
so arduously won may be all too easily 
lost.
